ARAGON requested that his connection with CIA be held in 
the strictest of confidence andwder no circumstance should 
the fact that. he disclosed this connection be mentioned to 
CIA.

ARAGON advised from his various meetings with’

ARAGON 
also advised that they have put out a booklet

ships to anc from Cuba. ARAGON stated that the 
work done by the organization is very impressive 
and undoubtedly it has cost a large sum of money 
which obviously comes from: CIA.
